Tus Diſtincions (as we have ſaid) were called Differences of Conſanguinity ; 
becauſe they were primarily invented for the Uſe of younger Sons, whilſt in Familia 
Patris, in their Fathers Family, as Marks of their Primogeniture, or Degrees of 
Birth; and not to diſtinguiſh their Families, when erected, diſtin, and ſeparate from 
the principal Houſe, they taking other regular and conſpicuous Marks ; ſuch as the 
Diferentie extraneorum, of which immediately. 
Tx Differences of theſe who ere& new diſtinct Families, and which they tranſmit 
to their Poſterity, will not only ſerve to diſtinguiſh their Families and Iſſue from one 
another, but from the principal Houſe whereof they are deſcended, and the Time of 
their Deſcent, which can never be done by thoſe minute Figures to the third Gene- 
ration: For tho' a ſecond Son deſcended of a ſecond Son, take a Creſcent upon a 
Creſcent, how his ſecond Son ſhall diſtinguiſh, is hardly conceivable > And they 
are ſo far from ſhowing the Time of their Bearers Deſcent, that they cannot diſtin- 
guiſh-the Uncle from the Nephew, that is, the ſecond Brother from his eldeſt Bro- 
ther's ſecond Son, who would both carry the ſame Thing : But, to what our worthy 
Countryman Sir George Mackenzie has written of them, I refer the Reader. I ſhall 
here add, what the elaborate Sir Villium Dugdale, Garter King at Arms in Eng- 
land, has written in his Book, The ancient Uſage of Arms, who ſays, © As for theſe 
© minute ones, they do not ſhow the Time of the Deſcent ; for we cannot know 
* which of the Creſcent Bearers are the Uncle or Nephew. And further, It is a 
* very uſual Matter for every new Riſer at this-Day, that can find a Man of his Sir- 
© name that hath a Coat of Arms, -preſently to aſſume it, by adding a CS, or 
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any other of theſe minute Diferences, which ( ſays he) J ſeldom credit ſuch Kind 
* of Differences, nor the Bearers, unleſs it be by ſome other Teſtimony or Proof 
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<. made manifeſt, which cannot be counterfeited ſo. well in the other Differences, 
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© except rhe Aſſumer ſhould be throughly acquainted with the. Deſcent, of him whoſe 


Line he ſeeks to intrude himſelf into.” We have Reaſon to complain of the like 
Practice with us, and of our C adſmiths, Engravers, Painters, Maſonsand Carpenters, 


who are very ready (tho altogether ignorant of this Science) to give to thele, who 


employ them in any Piece of Work, Coats of Arms, with ſomè of the foreſaid Diffe- 
rences; not only to theſe who have Right to carry Arms, but even to ſome who 
ought not to be honoured with Armorial Bearings, altho' they be of ſome ancient 
Sirname. To which irregular and unwarrantable Practice, I wiſh the Lyon King at 


Arms would put a Stop, by putting the Acts of Parliament in Execution againſt ſuch 


Perſons, by which the Arms of our old Gentry will be better known, and more caſi- 
Iy diſtinguiſhed from new Upſtarts. I conclude with What Sir Henry Spelman, a 
Chants Herald, has wrote of theſe Differences, Rideo igitur, & rejicio minutas 


iftas Icouculas, quibus nec Error defuit nec Periculum. i. e. I therefore ſmile and 


deſpiſe theſe petty Differences, in Which there is both Error and Danger. 
Ir is, and has been an ancient Cuſtom with us, and other Nations; (ſince that a 


few certain Differences could not be ſufficient to diſtinguiſh the numerous Iſſues of 


many Families, and ſuit with their various Bearings) that all Perſons who had Right 


to carry Arms, might add any Figures for Differences, which they affected, being 


agreeable with their Paternal Bearings, by the Allowance of the Lyon King at 
Arms. So that not only the honourable Ordinaries and Subordinaries, which we call 
proper Figures in Heraldry, but even all other Figures, and Repreſentations of 
Things Natural and Artificial, are made uſe of for Marks of Cadency ; which ſome 
Time not only ſerve to diſtinguiſh Cadets from principal Families, but alſo to ex- 


preſs ſome honourable Action, Alliance, or Deſcent, from other honourable Houſes, 


Which have occaſioned many compoſed and guartered Coats. Ot the laſt in the fol-

Tu Es E additional Figures are either proper or natural. The proper Figures are 
theſe which have their Names and Being from the Science of Heraldry, as the Ho- 


. nourable Ordinaries and Subordinaries; vis. Pale, Feſs, Bar, Chief, Bend-dexter, 


Bend-ſanifter, Croſs, Saltire, and Cheveron ; which I have fully deſcrib'd in all 
their Varieties, and illuſtrated them by Examples, in the firſt Part of this Syſtem. 


As alſo the Subordinaries, the Border, Orle, Efſonier and Trefſure, Tneſcocheon, 


Franc- Ouartier, Canton, Checque, Billets and Billet, Pairl, Point, Girons, Piles, 
Flaſque, Flanque and Voider, Lozenge, Ruſtre, Maſcles, Fuſiles, Fret and Fre- 
tee, Beſants, Tortcauxes, Vires, Annulets, Guite, Papillone and Diapre,; of 
which I have treated in the firſt Part. As alſo of the Natural Figures, which are 
the Repreſentation of all Things Animate or Inanimate, and are called Natural, be- 
cauſe they keep their own proper Names in this Science, but have additional Terms 


from their Poſitions, Diſpoſitious, and Situations. 


ALL theſe Figures, whether proper or natural, are ſometimes carried as princi- 


pal, and ſometimes as additional. By principal Figures, we underſtand theſe here- 
ditary, fixed Marks, carried by the Chiefs of Families (which ſerve to diſtinguiſh 


Chief Families from one another) and are tranſmitted to. all the Deſcendents. B 

Additional Figures, we underſtand theſe, (whether proper or natural) which Cadets 
add as Marks of Cadency and Difterences to the principal, hereditary, fixed Figures 
of the Family ; that they may be diſtinguiſhed from the Chief, and from one another, 
which are called, Diferentic Extraneorum. The Differences of theſe that are ex- 
traneous, ſuch as younger Sons, Brothers and other Deſcendents, extra familiam 
patris, and ſo erect new diſtin Families, add to their Paternal Figures one or 


other of the proper and natural Figures above-mentioned, which I have given before, 


in all their Varieties, both as Principal, and Additional Figures, 

TuEs E Figures have been aſſumed by Cadets, which they added to their Pa- 
ternal Bearing, to perpetuate the Memory of ſome noble Action, lucky Event, ho- 
nourable Employment, or Office ; or to ſhew their Gratitude and Acknowledgment 
of Benefits received from ſome honourable Friend or Superior ; or elſe to expreſs 
their Alliance with other Families.

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We have Inſtances of Differences aſſumed by Cadets upon ſuch Accounts and 
Occaſions; of which I ſhall add a few Examples: This we have intimate to us by 


the additional Figure in the Armorial Bearing of GRAHAM of INCHBRAT- 
KIE, deſcended of an eldeſt Son of a ſecond Marriage of the firſt Earl of Montroſe, 


who gives, Or, a Dyke (or Wall) Fef-ways, Azure, broken down in ſeveral Ports, 
and in baſe a Roſe Gules, on a Chief Sable, three Bſcallops of the fit. The Dyke 


here, is aſſumed to difference the Bearer from his Chief, and to perpetuate that 


Action of Gramus (one of the Predęceſſors of the noble Family of Graham) in pul-

Wx have ſeveral Inſtances of honourable Employments and Offices repreſented by 
additional differencing Figures, as in the Bearings of ſome of the Sirname of WOOD, 


the Paternal Coat being Azure, an Oak Tree proper, growing out of a Mo unt: 


WOOD of BALBEGNO, as deſcended of the principal Family, added, for 
Difference, two Keys tied with Strings to a Branch of the Tree, to ſhow his Office, 
as Thane of Fettercairn. And WOOD of LARGO placed his Tree betwixt 


two Ships under Sail, to difference himſelf from other Families of the Name, as be- 


ing Admiral to King James III. and IV. THO 
: FORBES of WATTERTOUN, deſcended of Tolgubon, carries over Tol- 
quhon's quartered Coat, an Bſcutcheon Wy charged with a Sword, a Key in 
Saltire Eules, as the Badge of his Office, being Conſtable of Aberdeen. 
THESE who were advanced by Kings, Princes, or other great Lords, did man 
Time bear their whole Coats, or ſome Part of the Arms of theſe who advanced them, 
and joined them with their own Paternal Bearing; which ſerved very aptly, not only 
to difference them from the principal Families whereof they were Cadets, but alſo to 
ſhow their Gratitude, and Acknowledgment of Benefits received from ſome honou- 
rable Friend or Superior; and by Resten thereof, they are united together in a 
Kind of Friendſhip, and is a great Strengthning to both Houſes. I ſhall add here 
what Cambden ſays in his Remains of Britain, Page 118. Gentlemen began to 
©* bear Arms by borrowing from their Lords, Arms, of whom they held in Fie, or 
* to whom they were moſt devoted ; ſo whereas; the Earl of CHESTER bare 
Carb, or (Wheat Sheaves) many Gentlemen of that Country took heat 
% Sheaves. Whereas, the old Earls of WARWICK bare Checque, Or and 
« Azure, a Cheveron Ermine, many thereabout took Ermine and Checque. In 
© Leiceſter, and the Country confining, divers bear Cinquefoils, for that the anci- 
* ent Earls of LEICESTER bare Gules, à Cinquefoil Ermine. In Cumber- 
* land and thereabout, where the old Baron of KENDAL bare Argent, Two 
* Bars Cules, and a Lyon paſſunt Or, in a Canton of the ſecond ; many Gentlemen 
* thereabout took the ſame in different Colours and Charges, in the Canton. 
And as Sir George Mackenzie obſerves in his Science of Heraldry, Page 5th, That 
moſt of the Sirnames in Annandale carry the BRUCE's Arms, being a Salrire, 
and Chief Gules, which the Braces had from the old Lords of Annan, when they 
married with the Heireſs of Annandale. The JOHNSTONS carry the ſame Fi- 
gures.

as any hitherto, and of other Additional Differencing Figures, taken to perpetuate 
ſome honourable Action, Event, Employment, and Alliances with other Families: 

Which Additional Figures, being join d with the Principal Figures of the Chief Fa- 
milies, in one Shield, incumbred them, and made a confuſed Order in their Deſcrip- 
tion, not ſuitable to the regular Diſpoſition and Situation of Figures, according to 
the Rules of Blazon, which gave Occaſion to ſeparate and marſhal them into intl 
Ouarters, by the principal Partition Lines.

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I ſhall not trouble my Reader with more Examples of this Kind: But it is to be 
ill obſerved; That a ſecond Brother, tho he differences himſelf by quartering ano- 
ther Coat with his Paternal, yet he muſt, always continue his Father's Brg- 
fare; he being a younger Son of a principal Family: For, how ſhall we otherwiſe | 
diſtinguiſn principal Families from theſe deſcended of them, if the Cadets do not 
continue that Mark of the Families from whom they are deſcended > For, if Ca- 
dets ſhould be allowed to lay aſide their Fathers or Grandfathers Briſures, in their 
Paternal Bearings, when they quarter them with the Coats of other Families; by 
the ſame Allowance, they will leave out the Marks of Cadency. of theſe Coats with 
whom they Quarter; and then we ſhall not know the particular Families they are 
deſcended from, nor with what Family, they are allied.

Wr u the moſt polite Nations in Europe, Arms have been looked upon as ſa- 
cred Signs of Families, and could not deſcend, but to the lawful Iſſue; ſo that Ba- 
fardso, as ſome ſay, cannot carry the Name and Arms of their ſuppoſed Fathers; not 


being of the Family or Kindred : Nam de Fure Patrem demonſtrare nequeunt. 


Therefore, ſeeing the common Law determines not who is their Father, it were ab- 


ſurd, that the Laws of Heraldry ſhould allow them to bear any Man's Arms, as their 


Paternal Coat: As Bartolus, Non enim ſunt de Familia five Agnitione, & boc jure 


communi verum eft, And the ſame is ſaid by Hopingins, De Inſgnium priſco & 


novo Fure, Cap. 7. Cum bee ſcilicet Arma ſunt præcipuum Agnitionis & Familie 


indicinum. And it was alſo a received Rule amongſt Heralds, That Baftards ſhould. 


not bear the paternal Coat, nor Name of their ſuppoſed Fathers, and this was ſtrictly 
obſerved of Old, _ ; | 


Wr do not find the natural Sons of Princes, and great Men to have carried the 


Name and Arms of their Fathers, of old, in Britain: A few Inſtances I ſhall here re- 
peat. William Pevercl, natural Son of Milliam the Conqueror, carried nothing of 
his Father's Arms ( 1 mean theſe of Normandy) however ſo highly dignified ; nei- 
ther did Robert, natural Son of Henry I. of England, but other Arms, viz. Or, 


three Cheveronels Gules ; and the fame was carried by his lawful Son Milliam Earl 


of Glocefter. William Longeſpee, natural Son of Henry II. begot on the fair Ro- 
ſamund, who was made Earl of Salisbury by King Richard I. Anno 1196, carried 
for his armorial Figure a /ong Sword, as relative to his Name; and his Son, another 
William Longeſpee, took the Arms of his Mother Ela, the Daughter and Heir of 
William Fitzpatrick Earl of Salisbury, vig. Azure, fix Lions Argent, 3, 2 and 1. 
as Sandford in his Genealogical Hiſtory. Where he allo tells us, That Sir Fohn Cler- 
mont, natural Son of Thomas Duke of Clarence, (who gave France quartered 
with England, with a Label FErmine charged with Cantons Euler) car- 
ried Parted per Cheveron, Gules and Azure, in Chief two Lions rampant, 
guardant, and affrontee, Or. By Which Bearing it ſeems he was the firſt natural Son, 
at leaſt I obſerve, in Exgland, who began to carry Arms, reſembling theſe of 
his Father; the Lions being little different from theſe of England. His Father the 


* 


Duke was a ſecond Son of Henry IV. 
TH E natural Sons of our Kings anciently, had neither Name nor Arms of their Fa- 


thers, but ſuch as. were altogether different; and theſe they obtain'd upon ſeveral Ac- 


counts. As, by Marriage, Robert, natural Son of King William the Lyon, having 
married the Heireſs of Lundie of That-ill, he and his Iflue took upon them the 
Name and Arms of that Family, and which they continued to carry, till of late they 
took the Arms of Scotland within a Border gobonated Argent and Azure, as the na- 
tural Sons of our Kings, who have been in uſe to take ſuch Borders fince the Reign 
of King James II. of Scotland: But what other Marks of Illegitimation they had 
before, I cannot learn. How ſoon the Baftaras of our Nobility and Gentry were 
allowed to carry the Arms of their ſuppoſed Fathers I cannot be poſitive ; but, of 
old, in France, Spain, Iraly and Flanders, Baſtards were allowed to car. 

their alledged Fathers Arms with fome ſingular Mark, invented to diftinguiſh them 
and their Iſſue from the lawful Children OP their Deſcendents. I ſhall here add an

T uE BAR above-mentioned, called by us the Baftard Bar, is well known 
through all Europe, as a Mark of Tegitimation. It is a Traverſe, which 
comes from the upper left Corner of the Shield, paſſing to the right Corner in the 
loweſt Part; it ſurmounts, or comes over the eflential or principal Figures, and is 


called by the Germans, Barra, and with them it is ſomewhat broad, near almoſt 


as the Bend ſini ſter. If it be narrow, it is called by the Latin Writers Filum, a 
Line or Threed ; Filum vero in eo tantum differt -a Barra, Jug fit Linea quarta 
parte ea Anguſtior. But with us and the Engliſh, the Baſtard Bar, or Batton, is 
the fourth Part of the Bend ſiniſter, as Guillam and other Engliſh Writers deſcribe 


it, and now carried Coupee; that is, cut ſhort, and does not touch the Extremities 
of the Shield, called by the Eng/iſh, Batton ſiniſter couped, and by the French, 


Batton peri, being very ſmall and ſhort with them. It is ſaid by ſome to repreſent 
a Cudgel, and is given to Baſtards, to ſhow that they were not Freemen, but liable, 


as Slaves of old were, and Servants yet are, to be beat and cudgelled. This Mark 
of Illegitimation is ſo well known, and generally practiſed by all Nations, that I 


need not add Examples here of Domeſtzck and Foreign Bearings. But to proceed to

the Sides of the Altar, the Helmet and Creſt look to the Altar; ſo that ſome look to 
the Right, and ſome to the Left.

Death, his Princeſs carried the Arms of her deceaſt Husband impaled with her own; 
and inſtead of being ſurrounded, with the foreſaid Collar, it was only with a Cor-: 
delier, as on her Seal, in Olivarius Wredius's Collections. Since I am ſpeaking. 
of Jabel Infanta of Spain, and the Faſhion of her Armorial bearing, when 
a Wife, and a Widow, I think it not improper here to ſhew her Shield of Arms, 
when a Maid, being ſomething ſingular to us, tho? ordinary. in her own Country. 
She had on her Seal of Arms, while unmarried, a Lozenge Shield, parted per Pale; 

on the Left Half the Arms of her Father, for her own ; and the Right Side was 
blank (without Arms for a Husband) called Arms of Expectation; which, it 
ſeems, was then a Cuſtom in Spain, for young Ladies that were reſolved to marry ;'

tents of Arms, given out by him, only his Paternal Arms; and any particular Seal or 
Badge our principal Heraulds had before, was the Sovereign Atchievement of the 
Kingdom (called by other Nations L'E/mail) which was hung by a Chain of 
Gold about the Neck of the principal Herauld, and on the Breaſt of his Brethrez 
Heraulds, and Purſevants, by a Ribbon, as their Cognizance and Badge: And the fame, 
as I read, was practiced by the Heraulds in Exzland, © . 
Tu E principal Heraulds in England, in the Reign of Queen Elizabeth, and eſpe- 
cially the Garter Ring at Arms, wore a' Badge of Gold daily, whereon were enamel-. 
led only the Sovereign's Arms; as Aſbmol in his Inſtitution of the Garter, Page 208, 
and 253, and had no proper Seal for the Office, till Sir Edward Walker, then Garter 
Kin at Arms, obtained a Licence from the Queen, to diſtinguiſh himſelf from the 
other Rings at Arms, to impale St. George's Arms, viz. Argent, a Croſs Gules on 
the Right ſide; with thoſe of the Sovereign's on the Left : And about that Time the 
Seal of the Office was formed thus, Argent, à Croſs Gules, and on a Chief Azure, 
4 Crown Imperial, invironed with a Garter, buckled and noved, betwixt a Lion paſſant

Sartosts, or Ineſcuteheons. With other Nations, eſpecially the Germans, we 
will find Thirty or Forty different Coats of Arms, marſhalled altogether in one

A Stranger, or ignoble Perſon, (according to our Author) cannot aſſume the Arms 
of an extinQ Family without the Content of the Sovereign; or of being permitted to 
carry them by Adoption, Contraci of Marriage, Teſtament; or other valid Diſpoſition 
from thoſe of the ſaid extinct Families, having had Power to make ſuch Conceſſions;

. others are ſubſtitute to ſucceed, according to the Deſtination of the Adopter. Adop- 

ion is commonly called by the French, Aaſiliation, fic adoptivi vocantur adfiliati. 
I x isa great Comfort and Solace for one dying Without Iffue, to have the Be- 
nefit of a Law or Cuſtom, to adopt other of his own Kindred, or out of It, to per- 
petuate the Grandeur of his Family in his Name and Arms, . left they go to 
Oblivion in the Grave with himſelf.” And, as the Cuſtom is agreeable to Nature, fo 
is it of a very long ſtanding : For Joſephus, in his Hiſtory of the Jews, tells, That 
Abraham adopted the Son of Aram, his Wife's full Brother, before ſhe had à Son: 
And the Scripture tells us, That the Daugliter of Pharaoh adopted Moſes, and Mor- 
aecai adopted - Eſther, the Daughter of his Uncle, Efth; Chap. ii. ver. J. It was 
the Cuſtom alſo of other Nations, eſpecially with the Romans, to adopt, and that 

' thoſe whom they adopted went often under the Name of the Adopter. Ofavinus 
Was called Ceſar, from Julius Ceſar who adopted him. Pomponius Atticus was 
ſirnamed Cecilius, from Q. Cecilius his adoptive Father, and the two Sons of Paulus 
Amilius adopted by Fabius Maximus and Scipio Aﬀricanus; the one was named 
Fabius, and the other Scipio; and the Enſigns of the Adopters, as well as Names, 
paſſed from the Adopters to thoſe they adopted, by the Cuſtom of the Romans, as 
that golden Chain or Collar uſed by the Family of Torquati, from which they had the

I many Shires of our Kingdom, where our ancient Earls, Lords and great Men 


had been Patrons and Superiors, there we find their armorial Figures more frequent 


than others, in the Bearings of many of the preſent Nobility and Gentry, which 


ſhow-their Progenitors to have been Clients and Vaſſals to them, tho? now living in 
other Shires, to have been originally from ſuch Shires, where ſuch Figures do pre- 
domine, as in unandale, where the ancient Lords of Annan dwelt, carried a Saltier 
and Chief: There, the Braces, Murrays, John ſtons, Jardines, Kilpæ ricks, and ſe- 
veral others, carry ſuch Figures of different, Tinctures, accompanied with other Figures, 
to diſtinguiſh themſelves from one another. In Douglaſdale, and other Countries, 
which the Douglaſſes poſſeſt in Property or Superiority, there many old Families 
have Stars. And in Fife Shire, Lions are carried, upon Account the Lion was the 


armorial Figure of the M*Duffs, Earls and Overlords of Fife, and in Angus, Lions, 
upon the Account of their old Earls. And in thoſe Shires where the Stewarts of 
old had Intereſt, many Families have their Figures checquered, from the Stewarts 


Feſs-Chequee, which they have been in uſe to carry upon the Account of Patronage, 
as Roſs Lord Roſs, Semple. Lord Semple, Houſton of That-ilk, Brisbane of Biſboj- 
toun, Hall of Fulbar, Fleming of Barachon, Scham of Bargaran, and thoſe of the Name 


of Sprael, with ſeveral others, whoſe Poſſeſſions were in the Shire of Renfrew,” and 


other Countries belonging to the St warts, where Figures checquered are preſumed 
to be originally fo carried, upon the Account of Patronage; and the fame I obſerve 
in many other Shires with us; and the fame Practice was anciently uſed in

THE Gentleman who wrote the Introduction to the ſixth Edition of Guillim's 
Diſplay of Heraldry, gives an handſome Account of the Rile, Nature and Progreſs 
of Arms, where, Page 7th, he citeth Cambden, as I have done; and tells us, That 
there is no one acquainted in the Hiſtory ot England, but knows, that of old, moſt 
* of the great Eſtates and Commands of that Kingdom were in the Hands of ſuch 
Families of the Conqueror and his Iſſue, as they granted them to, who by Tenor 
in their Perſons, and with their Tenants, Servants and Dependents, were to attend 
their Sovereigns in their Wars.

becauſe; ſay they, every Man may chuſe a Name for himſelf, ſeeing this is not 
forbidden in any Law; as Hartolus, Lib. 1. Cod. de dignitate; and Segoin in his 
Treatiſe de Regno Iralico, Lib. 7. tells us, That about the Year of GOD 937; the

Gallus tells us the ſame, and that it was fo decided and deter- 
mined in France in the Year 1282, That none could carry Marks of Dignity. and 
Honour without the Approbation of the Sovereign.“ And the anonymous Author 
of Obſer vat iones Genealogice, Lib. 1. Cap. 39. tells us, by the Cuſtom of Flanders

Mos r of our ancient Earldoms, and ſomę of our old Lordſhips have, as it were, 
armorial Enſigns annexed to them; which were either thoſe granted upon their 
- Ere&ion into noble Feus, or "thoſe of.the ancient Poſſeſſors, and, by the Favour 
vf the Sovereign, ate tranſmitted with the Dignity of the Feu to other different 
Families, who, by modern Practice, quarter the Arms of theſe Dignities, conferred 
on them, with their proper Arms, merely as Feudal Ones, and not upon the Account 
bf Deſcent or Alliance with the ancient Poſſeſſors of theſe dignified Feus, nor 
upon the Account of ſpecial Conceſſion, Patronage, or otherwiſe; but only as in- 
veſted in theſe noble Feus: 80 that we meet with diſtinct Families carrying 
one Coat of Arms, but upon different Accounts; as by many Inſtances in the former, 
and in this Volume, to which I ſhall add a - conſiderable Number here, to ſhow 
the Honour and Dignity of our ancient and modern Families. 
1 begin with the Name Caming or. Cumine, once a numerous and powerful 
Family, whoſe Arms were, Azure, three Garbs Or. The moſt eminent Family of 
ſttuhe Name was dignified with the Earldom of Bachan; which noble Family came 
1 5 to a Period in the Reign of Robert Bruce, upon the Account of their Rebellion in 
I a adhering to the Intereſt of England; (a Branch of which Family now remaining 
is Cumine Of Coulter, who carries the above Arms to ſhow his Deſcent ; 
fee Appendix, Page 50. and Plate of Atchievements) and their Arms ever ſince 
became the Feudal: Enſigns of the Earldom of Buchan, to ſeveral different Families 
who were honoured with the Title of that Earldooomnumn. 
TRE firſt that I have found to carry them, as ſuch, was Alexander Steuart, fourth 
Son of King Robert II. when created Earl of Buchan by his Father, who, by our old 
B Bboks of Blazon, carried quarterly, iſt and 4th, Steuart, Or, a Feſs Checque, eAzire 
and eArcent ; 2d and zd, eAzure, three Garbs Or, as the Fedual Arms of the 
Earldom of Buchan: After his Death, —_— no lawful Iſſue, that Dignity returned 
again to the Crown.

THE Kings of Spain have been in Uſe to ſhow their Right of Pretenſions to the 
Kingdoms OF Portagal and Feruſ alem, tho in the e Poſſeſſion of others, not only in 
uſing their Titles, but their Arms on their Seals and Enfigns, and in marſhalling 
the Arms of thoſe Kingdoms with their own. Upon the ſame Account, the Dukes 
of Savoy have quartered the Arms of the Kingdom of pre, with their own, and 
the Exgliſh have not been wanting to do ſo with theſe of France, 5 

Chriſtian III. King of Denmark, about the Year 1 546, quartered the Arms of 
Sweden, viz. eAzure, three Crowns Or, with his own ; which gave Ground of Jealouſy 


to the Swedes, thinking that the Danes, by uſurping thoſe Arms, pretended Right 
to the Kingdom of Sweden; as Beckmanus ſays; Tanquam infigniorum iſtorum uſurpa- 
tione, quoque jus aliquod in regnum Swedia, Dani pretexerunt ; ſo that a bloody War 
broke out between theſe Nations. King James VI. of Scotland interpoſed for a Peace 
by his two Ambaſſadors, Sir Robert eAnſtrurber of That-ilk, and Sir James Spence

Roman Kings with ſuch, as Hiſtorians tell us; tho? the Diadem was with them but 
Piece of white Silk or Linnen, which went round the Temples of the Head like a Filet, 
called candida faſcia, ſuch as theſe to be ſeen about the Heads of Moors, for which 
in Blazon they are ſaid to be Diadematee; whence the Imperial double Eagle, from 
the two Circles which we ſee ſurround the two Heads, is ſaid to be Diadematei 
and not Cororee : Yet with other Nations the Diadem was a Circle of Gold 


adorned with precious Stones, as it was afterwards with the Romans. As the Authot 


of Obſervationes Eugenialogicæ ſays, Enimvero priſca illa faſcia, linea nullo artificio oft 
rata, nullis opibus tumida, nullo accerſito lumine coruſca, ſed ſolo candore conſpicua fuit; 


cui tamen ſimplicitati, multa coherebat majeſtas: eApud alios vero gentes, magis ambitil 
aut opulentia prevaluit, apud quas faſcia illa aurea, & quidem gemmata futt. 


Crowns, Coronets and Garlands, being all Ornatnents of the Head, and di- 


ſtinctive Marks of Dignity, or Tokens of noble Exploits, are all of them in Latin 
known by the Name of Corona. The firſt Roman Emperors wore no other Crowns 


but Garlands of Laurel, which betoken Victory, becauſe the People of Rome ab- 


| horred all Signs of Royalty: But as their Power and Ambition encreafed, they be- 
gan to aſſume Diadems.. Antony the Conſul preſented one to Julius Ceſar; and 
that it might the more eaſily paſs with the People, environed it with a Laurel Crown:

Conſtantine the Great uſed the ſame, and tranſmitted 9p" 
it to his Succeſſor,” brightned or relevat (as the French ſay) with Points, Leaves and 
Arches. topped with a Mond, enſigned with 4 Croſs ; ſo that the Diadem and 
Crown may de aid to have been united on the Emperors Heads

triumphal Gar lands and radiant Crowns on their Statues or Images, as Badges of their 
Victories, Emineney and high Deſcent.

Magnificence, and keep an open Court. Their Number at firſt were to be thirty ſix, 
whereof the King and his Succeſſors were Chief and Sovereign of this Order; Bu 
it aſterwards proceeded to the Number of three hundred. Their Habit is Doubler, 
Hoſe, Shoes, N Cope, Band and Feather, all white; the Surcoat with Slieves 
is Cloath of Silver, over all was a Mantle of white Damask hanging down to the 
Ground, furred with Ermin, tied upon the right Shoulder, and turned up over the 
left, having its Cape embroidered with Gold, and the Border of the Robe inter. 
woven with Elcalops and Knots of Gold; the Chaperon, or Hood, with its long 
Tippet; was made of Crimſon Velvet. But afterwards King Henry II. of Frans 
ordered for the future this Cloak or Mantle to be Cloth of Silver embroidered with 
this Device on them, viz. Three Creſcents of Silver interwoven with Trophies 
Quivers and Turkiſh Bows, Semee, and canton'd with Tongues of Fire; The Ch. 
| Peron or Hood of Crimſon Velvet adorned with the ſame Embroidery. The fame Wing

TH Knights of this Order, over all their faid Habit, wear the Collar of 8.

The Motto Immenſi Tremor Ocean 
Their annual and grand Feſtival was to be celebrated on M:chaelmas Day, at tif 
Church of Mount Michael in Normanay ; but afterwards transferred to Bois de Vil 
cennes near Paris, The great Seal of this Order has the Figure of St. Michael el 
graved on it, in the ſame Manner as that which hangs at the Collar. The leſſa 
Seal is Three Flower de Liſs, entour'd with the Order.

I find ſeveral of our Nobility to have been of this Order in the Reigns of Kin

AN p here it is to be obſerved, that when the Royal Arms of Frante ate either 
painted, cut, or embroidered with all their Exterior Ornaments, the Collars of theſe 
two Orders are conſtantly placed round the Royal Shield; a Figure whereof Monſ. 
Baron has given us in his Art of Heraldry; Where that of St. Michael, as being the 
ancienteſt Order, takes place, and hath 'its Situation next the Royal Eſcutcheon, 
whereas that of the Holy Ghoſt, tho eſteemed the moſt honeurable, does but ſur- 
wund the Collar of the ſaid Saint. Alſo the Knights of both theſe Orders are in Uſe 
to wear both the Collars; after the ſame Manner, round the Shield of their Arms, and 
the Figure of St. Michael on their Dexter Side, when they oply wear that of the 
Dove as the Badge of the Order of the Holy Ghoſt on their Siniſter.

Leaves beſet with Prickles, they bear Heads, pointed with ſharp Prickles round a. 
bout in Manner of Caltrops, and the Artichoke Thiſtle puts forth a Purple Flower 
amidft theſe ſharp pointed Prickles, and when ſodden is a great Strengthner of the 


Stomack, and if applied to the Matrix of Women, it diſpoſeth and preparetl it to 


Eonceive Men Children, and Chæveas the Athenian, and Glaucias eſpecially, ſays the 
ſame ; as likewiſe theſe Thiſtles cauſeth a ſweet Breath. As for the Rue, although 
it be an Herb and Plant very mean, yet it is nevertheleſs full of admirable Vertues,

his Sarcoar, and for Motto above it, theſe Words, Ubi Mel ibi fell. And Meneſriq 


placed above their Supporters in place of the ordinary Practice of Running Leaves 


and in Arms, without Supporters, gives us Figures of ſuch Mantles that furroun 
the whole Shield and Helmet, except the Creſt and Wreath, which ftand without the 
ſame, ſeveral Examples whereof he gives us, to wit, in the Arms of Sir Wolfen 
Dixie of Boſworth, Sir Philip Matthews of Edmontoun, Sit John Osborn of Chic

Ny as theſe two Faſhions of Mantles are chiefly given by the Britiſp Herald 
to thoſe of the inferior Rank of Nobilicy, tho? the ſaid Mr. Blome hath alſo mois 
irregularly trimmed ſeveral of the noble Peers of Exgland, with ſuch Mantles about 
their Helmets (as may be ſeen by the many Figures he hath given us cut in Coppet 
in his forecited Book) ſo it will appear that the French Practice ſeems to be the fame;

Sixty and Sixteen Years. of Age to Ml 
attend his Hoſt, out of whom he raiſed an Army of Sixty thouſand Men, in which WM 
Army there were Two thouſand Men at Arms of Noblemen and Gentlemen; and 
upon the 6th of October 1346, King David with that Army enter'd Northumber. 
land, burning and deſtroying. all before him. Upon which Queen Philippa, 
Wife to King Edward III. came down to the North of England, and cauſe 
Peirey Earl of Northumberland, who was then Exgliſb Governor and Warden of 
the Eaſt Borders, (with the Aſſiſtance of the Biſhops of Tork and Durham, and al 
the Exgliſb Noblemen in the North of England) gather together all the Forces he 
could, to join theſe Forces She had brought down with Her, and which Her Hus 
band King Edward had ſent Her over from the Seige of Calais, where He fill con- 
tinued: And the Engliſh and Scots Armies meeting, they fought a cruel Battle 
at NevilPs Croſs, near to Durham, upon St. Lake's Day, being the 18th of 04 
ber, and Year foreſaid, where the Scots Army received a lamentable Overthroy, 
the greateſt Part of the Nobility and Gentry, being either ſlain or taken Priſoners, 
King David himſelf fighting valiantly, was taken Priſoner by John Copland Bp, 
in Northumberland, who, before he could take and diſarm the King, had two of 
his Teeth ſtruck out by the King's. Gauntlet. Immediately after the Battle, Johs 
Copland conveyed King David to his Caſtle of Ogle ; and being order'd by Queen} 
Philippa, to deliver up his Royal Priſoner to Her, he abſolutely refuſed it, and ſent 
Her a very reſolute Anſwer, to wit, That as for the King of Scots, he would be 
* anſwerable for His ſafe Keeping, but would deliver Him to no Body, except tobis 
“ Sovereign Lord the King, or His expreſs Orders.” Whereupon Queen Ph:liffe 
complained to King Edward, who was lying then before Calais. John Copland 
being commanded to repair thither by King Edward, gave ſuch a modeſt and 
loyal Anſwer to the Compfaint given in againſt him, that King Edward order 
Foo lib. ſterl. a Year to be ſettled on him and his Heirs for ever; and until the 
Grant of Land was ſettled on him and his Heirs, he had 500 lib. yearly paid him 
out of the Cuſtoms of London, and thoſe of Berwick upon Tweed; and it appeats 
upon Record, that John Copland was then made a Knight Banneret, [Srow's Chre- 
nology, Page 243.) Sir John Copland being returned into Exgland, and being 0r- 
dered ro-deliver up his Royal Priſonef to the Queen, who was then at Tork, he 
guarded Him thither from his own Caſtle of Ogle with Twenty thouſand Men, 
conſiſting of his Friends, Tenants, and the Militia of the Northern Shires, and 
delivered King David up to the Queen, and at the fame Time made his Excuſe 
before Her and the Council, in ſo dutiful and diſcreet a Manner, that they were 
all very well ſatisfied with his Conduct in that Affair.
